Prom June 1941 to June 
1942 he was employed as "Sonderftthrer 'Z'” by the Counter-Espio- 
nage Command IV, Counter-Espionage Squad 4 (HBCZCBBK) on the 
eastern front. Since June 1942 he was again employed by the 
Counter-Espionage Department (AST) III in CHACOW (wireless coun- 
ter-espionage). 

From 1943 to January 1945 Mr. KORZHAH lived in CBACOT. Mies BIHUS 
was appointed as hie assistant by the Counter-Espionage Command. 
Mr.KORZHAV and Miss BIHUS were entrusted with the so-oalled 
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Q-V-playe, i.e.they sheltered Bueeian agents in their apartments and 
watohed over their wireless connection with M08G0W, reap. procured false 
reports for them secretly* 

Lest the Russian agents should become suspicious. the German counter- j 
espionage ordered MT.gQR7.HAW and Mies BIHU8 to pretend to be a married J 
couple. With this end In view, Mies BIH08 was furnished with false per- 
sonal documents made out to the name of Mrs KflHZHAW. She two have ne- 
ver contracted a marriage. 

In the middle of April 1945. the two were sent on a mission to ZBLL 
AM SEB by Lieut. KRUMM. Lieut. KHUMM had registered them at HADBI8, district
